My  Dear  Sir, 

I  know  not  how  to  return  you  sufficient  Thanks  for  your  kindness 
in  answering  my  Questions,  except  by  transmitting  to  you  the  result  of  my 
tedious,  though  I  hope  not  totally  unprofitable  Researches.  My  curiosity  was 
first  directed  towards  the  Pedigree  of  the  Gorges,  by  reason  of  a  piece  of  Intel- 
ligence wh  :  Lady  Juliana  was  kind  enough  to  communicate  to  me ;  to  wit, 
that  your  Father  the  late  Thomas  Penn  Esqr  had  once  some  thoughts  of  brino-- 
ing  an  Action  to  recover  their  Estates  at  Wraxall  in  Com  :  Somerset,  as  their 
Heir  at  Law.  On  consulting  Camden's  Britannia  I  foimd  that  the  Line 
determin'd  in  an  heir  Female  md.  to  Sir  Gilbert  Dennis  Knt.  This  Idea 
immediately  introduced  that  of  Dennis  Hollister  Esqr,  and  if  you  can  proove 
a  Descent  between  these  two  Gentlemen,  I  would  defy  the  most  subtle  Lawyer 
in  Westminster  HaU  to  shew  cause  why  you  should  not  be  summon'd  to  Par- 
liament as  Baron  Gorges  de  Wrokeshule.  Not  a  little  anxious  am  I  to  hear  the 
result  of  your  Researches  relative  to  Sir  G  Dennis.  Should  this  Investigation 
be  crown'd  with  success  you  say  that  I  shall  have  a  right  to  cry  out  evpriKa  my 
satisfaction  will  be  to  hear  you  cry  out  e;^o. 

Your  kind  letter  on  the  Receipt  of  my  Vindicice  was  not  arrived 
here  at  the  time  when  I  dispatch'd  my  last  to  you  The  commendations,

The  little  Experience,  wh  :  I  have  had  in  Life  has 
taught  me  not  to  look  for  Grapes  from  the  bramble,  or  olives  from  the  thorn 
nor  do  I  expect  any  uncommon  stroaks  of  Legislation  from  those  Philosophers^ 
who  began  by  putting  down  constituted  and  natural  Authorities,  and  erecting 
a  system  ultimately  advantageous  to  themselves  in  their  room.  In  my  parlia- 
mentary Speeches  (should  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Commons  ever  fall  to  my  lot)

The  title  of  the  Lady,  respecting  whom  you  enquire,  was  Sundon. 
She  was  appointed,  by  that  title,  Mistress  of  the  Robes  to  Q.  Caroline  in  May 
1735  ;  and  was  the  Wife  of  William  Clayton,  who  had  been  one  of  the  Lords 
of  the  Treasury  and  was  raised  to  the  Irish  peerage,  in  the  above  month  and 
year,  by  the  Title  of  Baron  Sundon  of  Ardagh  in  the  County  of  Lf.ngford.  He 
was  elected  M.P.  for  Westminster  in  1742  and  afterwards  for  Plympton. 
He  died  in  April  1752,  aged  nearly  80  ;  being  then  MP.  for  St.  Mawes.  We 
have  no  pedigree  of  him  ;  and  there  is  no  account  of  the  family  in  any  of  the 
printed  peerages  ;  the  title  having  become  extinct  at  his  death.

Sir, 

I  have  been  informed  by  Mr.  Francis  that  subpoenas  in  Chancery 
have  been  issued  against  the  Trustees  under  the  late  Mr.  Denys's  Will  at  the 
suit  of  the  Infant  Earl  of  Pomfret  (suing  by  Dr.  Thorpe  and  Lady  Pomfret  as 
his  next  friend)  respecting  the  A.  D.  Hall  and  other  property  at  Fremington 
and  to  this  suit  Lady  Shuckburgh  myself  and  children,  and  Sir  George  Denys 
and  his  children  are  also  made  Defendants.  This  proceeding  has  been  for 
some  time  expected,  but  I  was  very  greatly  surprised  to  hear  from  Mr.  Francis 
that  before  the  Subpoenas  were  taken  to  him  Mr.  Hanrot  of  Lincoln's  Inn  had 
given  an  undertaking  to  appear  on  your  behalf  separate  from  the  other 
Trustees. 

You  doubtless  know  that  the  property  in  question  is  very  small  and  that 
upwards  of  £500  has  already  been  expended  out  of  the  Infant  Earls  Estate  in 
coming  to  the  decision  whether  or  not  this  proceeding  should  be  taken,  and  I 
cannot  suppose  that  you  are  desirous  that  more  expense  than  necessary  should 
be  inciu'red  in  the  process  of  the  suit ;  nevertheless  the  effect  of  your  appearing 
separately  from  the  other  Trustees  of  Mr  Denys's  Will  instead  of  joining  with 
them  in  employing  the  family  Solicitor  will  occasion  a  very  heavy  additional 
expence  either  to  Mr.  Denys's  Estate  or  to  the  Earl  which  ever  way  may  iilti- 
mately  be  decreed  to  pay  the  charges,  and  that,  as  it  appears  to  me  -without  any 
adequate  reason  or  advantage,  for  the  management  of  their  suit  has  been  placed 
by  the  Court  of  Chancery  entirely  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Thorpe  and  you  are  no 
party  to  it  as  Trustee  or  Guardian  of  the  Infant  Earl  nor  are  you  in  any  way 
called  upon  to  protect  his  interest,  but  you  are  a  party  solely  as  Trustee  under 
Mr  Denys's  Will,  and  you  certainly  are  called  upon  to  lorotect  to  the  utmost  of 
your  power  the  interest  which  you  represent  in  that  capacity,  and  which  I 
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cannot  but  submit  to  you  will  be  best  done  by  joining  with  your  Co-Trustees 
in  the  execution  of  the  Truf?ts  of  Mr.  Denys's  Will,  and  in  whom  they  and 
Lady  Shuckburgh  and  myself  have  confidence,  instead  of  putting  the  Estate  to 
the  unnecessary  expense  of  a  separate  appearance.
